i Y whatever Favours GOD is pleaſed, at any time, to 
beſtow, are, generally if not univerſally, deſigted for 
the good of Poſterity, as well as of thoſe who firſt re- 
ceivè them; And Laſtly, ſince in Fact it is moſt mani: 
feſt, that the good effect of ſuch Favours, Bleſſings, 
and Benefits, very often remains unto Poſterity, in 
ſome meaſure more or leſs, for a ſucceſſion of many 
Years together: It follows, beyond exception that, 
as long as any Church, or People, or even private Per-
